The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
process is for the preparation of a 2,2'-dihydroxybiphenyl comprising oxidatively 
coupling two phenol molecules which have a hydrogen atom in an o-position in the 
presence of a peroxide and water at from ) to 100 degrees celcius, wherein the 
preparation is conducted in the presence of a water-insoluble polymer comprising one 
vinyl heterocycle, one difunctional crosslinker component, and one monounsaturated 
styrene. The closest prior art, Inui et al, comprises the preparation of 
2,2'dihydroxybiphenyls by the regioselective oxidative coupling of a correspondingly 
substituted phenol with hydrogen peroxide in the presence of water also in the presence 
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of a carboxylic acid or salt and base as catalyst. There is no water insoluble polymer 
involved in the process. Hence, the instant claims are unobvious over the prior art.
